Four people killed in collision near Sundre

Four Sundre seniors out for 
a Sunday drive have died in a 
two-vehicle accident near 
Sundre. 

The seniors were in a GMC 
Jimmy westbound on the Bear- 
berry Road when they went 
through a stop sign and were 
hit by a GMC Silverado south¬ 
bound on Highway 22, say po¬ 
lice. 

All four people were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

“There is no indication they 
were braking,” said Sundre 
RCMP Cpl. Roh Lidgett. “There 
is no indication of any mechani¬ 
cal failure. Driver awareness is 
certainly a factor. There are so 
many well-marked intersec¬ 
tions and this particular inter¬ 
section is fairly open.”

"It happened so instantly.” 
said eye-witness Gwen Day. 
“There are going to be some 
sad families because of this.” 

The accident occurred 
shortly after 3 p.m. Road con¬ 


ditions were good at the time. 

Two of the deceased were 
residents of Sundre’s Foothills 
Seniors Lodge. The other de¬ 
ceased, who were related, lived 
just outside Sundre. 

Lodge resident Alvina Strom 
remembers Muriel as a person 
who liked to take part in all 
activities. 

“It’s a great shock for eve¬ 
ryone,” said Strom. “It really 
is sad. Muriel lived right across 
the hall from me. She sent in 
all the seniors’ birthdays to the 
radio station, keeping tabs on 
everyone in that way. 

Resident Anne McNaughton 
remembers Muriel as someone 
who would give her a kiss on 
the cheek every morning at 
breakfast. 

“What she liked to do, she 
would do, and the rest she 
wouldn’t bother,” said 
McNaughton. “She was a 
unique person. She had a heart 
of gold. The other day she had 
a tomato plant not any bigger 
than my thumb and she said, 
“This is the only one 1 have on 
my plant and it’s for you. I’ll 
miss my kisses.” 

McNaughton describes 
Koenig as a very quiet resident, 
“A nice person, a real nice per¬ 
son.”

just terrible,” said lodge 
spokesperson Doreen Wilson. 

The Leussinks, who lived on 
a property just east of Sundre, 
had eight children and 40 
grandchildren. 

Son Paul Leussink said fam¬ 
ily members were meeting Mon¬ 
day to make funeral arrange¬ 
ments. 

Four people in the second 
vehicle received non-life threat¬ 
ening injures. 


They were transferred to 
Sundre Hospital, with one later 
taken to a Calgary hospital for 
further treatment. 

Sunday’s accident was the sec¬ 
ond fatal crash in Mountain View 
County in a week. 

A 58-year-old Olds man was 
killed in a two vehicle crash west 
of Didsbury when he went 
through a marked stop sign and 
was hit bv an oncoming pickup 
truck.

A 58-year-old Olds man 
was killed after running a 
stop sign in rural 
Didsbury, Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

The man was heading 
south on range road 4.2 in 
a pick-up truck, when he 
failed to stop at the stop 
sign at the intersection of 
Hwy. 582, colliding with a 
second pick-up which was 
heading west on the Hwy. 
582. 

Didsbury and Olds 
RCMP responded to the 
accident, along with 
Didsbury Fire Dept., and 
Mountain View EMS at 
approximately 7:30 a.m. 

The Olds man, William 


Costache (not released by 
RCMP), was taken to 
Didsbury Hospital where 
he was pronounced de¬ 
ceased. The second male, 
in the second pick-up 
truck, a 30-year-old from 
Calgary, was also trans¬ 
ported to the Didsbury 
Hospital, and later trans¬ 
ferred by STARS to the 
Calgary Foothills Hospi¬ 
tal with non-life threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

“When someone fails to 
stop at a stop sign they 
put themselves and others 
at risk,” said Cst. Chris 
Reister, Didsbury RCMP. 
“It gives you that extra 
minute to take a second 
look and make sure you 
are safe to continue.”

Lagoon repairs cost Town 
over $98,000, more expenses 
expected to come

The Town of Didsbury has 
spent $98,150 in the past 
month on repairs to the up¬ 
per lagoon, and this may be 
just the beginning. 

Town Public Works em¬ 
ployees discovered that the 
berm sloping on the upper 
lagoon was deteriorating 
over time which resulted in 
stress being put on the liner 
and large rocks protruding 
up through the liner caus¬ 
ing leaking. 

“The lagoon is basically 
in a giant bowl, and the 
berm sloping is the four 
walls around it,” said Town 
acting Public Works Man¬ 
ager Sheldon Ball. “It is 
suppose to be a flat grate, 
and it has now become 
stepped. We don’t know 
what is causing it.” 

The liner rests on the 
berm slope, and so the dete¬ 
rioration is creating pock¬ 
ets, and the soil underneath 
is eroding. 

To ascertain the extent of 
the damage the lagoon was 


partially drained and an ini¬ 
tial inspection along with 
geotechnical testing was 
performed on the cell. Based 
on the findings from the ini¬ 
tial testing it was recom¬ 
mended that the cell be com¬ 
pletely drained, the liner 
cleaned, and further 
geotechnical tests performed 
on the lower part of the cell 
and a visual inspection of 
the liner along with seam 
testing was performed. 

“All the cuts and leaks 
have now been repaired,” 
said Town CAO Roy Brown. 

Council held a Committee 
of the Whole meeting in Au¬ 
gust, to give a go ahead to 
the repairs, because it was 
an emergency situation. 
Three quotes were obtained 
for the job, and council de¬ 
cided to go with Aqua Clear, 
after the engineering firm 
did background check on 
them which turned out to be 
very favorable. 

The work needed to be 
done in order to determine 
if the cell is stable enough 
to put back into service over 


the winter and also to de¬ 
velop a plan over the winter 
to repair all of the damage 
to the cell. The remaining 
repair work will not happen 
till spring of 2006 to coin¬ 
cide with the authorized re¬ 
lease of the lagoon system in 
order to provide enough ca¬ 
pacity in the lower lagoons 
to sustain the town until 
the upper lagoon can be re¬ 
paired. 

“The money had already 
been budgeted for lagoon re¬ 
pairs,” said Brown. “The 
damage was more serious 
than anticipated though.” 

The $100,000 council 
budgeted for the repairs has 
almost all been used, so if 
additional repairs need to be 
done, council is going to 
have to find an alternative way 
to come up with the money. 

“We can look at various al¬ 
ternatives, and look at our 
long term plan to see what 
needs to happen,” said Brown. 
“Till we know the damage and 
the cause it is hard to say 
where the money will come 
from.”

and gutter for a section of 
existing Town roadway as 
agreed in the Development 
Agreement for Morris Mead¬ 
ows.

Resident Contract between 
the Town of Didsbury and 
Donald and Florence Free¬ 
man as Contractors for the 
Rosebud Valley

season. 

■ Council approved the 
Road Closure and barri¬ 
cades for the Terry Fox Run 
by all three schools, ap¬ 
proximately 1200 students 
on Friday, September 16, 
2005 between 1:30 and 3:00 
p.m. 

■ Council directed Ad¬ 
ministration to contract to 
Aqua Clear Environment 
Services to drain the upper 
sewage lagoon, clean the 
HDPE Liner, perform a 


visual inspection of the en¬ 
tire liner, seam test all of the 
seams in the liner and repair 
the cuts in the liner as nec¬ 
essary for a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $98,150.00. Council 
also approved that ISL En¬ 
gineering continues to work 
as the engineering firm on 
this project and oversee the 
cleaning, inspection,

■ Council agreed to pro¬ 
ceed with the Municipal In¬

■ Council approved the 
Didsbury Curling Club Lease

RCMP in Wild Rose lighting 
for safe streets and low 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says that the people in 
Wild Rose have long been 
proud of the fact that they 
have had safe streets and a 
low crime rate. 

Unfortunately, this is no 
longer the case in many ar¬ 
eas in the riding according 
to local police. 

“The past summer I vis¬ 
ited many of the RCMP de¬ 
tachments in Wild Rose, in¬ 
cluding Olds, Sundre, 
Cochrane, Didsbury, and 
Banff, just to name a few. 
They all reported to me that 
they are now facing many of 
the same problems as the big 
cities. 

The rise of crystal meth- 
amphetamine use, the 
spread of grow-ops and the 


steady rise of gang violence 
are just three of the most 
pressing new problems af¬ 
fecting the safety and health 
of our communities,” said 
Thompson. 

“These front-line officers 
told me again and again that 
the federal government has 
got to help them. They are 
simply short on manpower, 
they want Canada’s sentenc¬ 
ing, correction and parole 
systems reformed and they 
want a national drug strat¬ 
egy,” stated Thompson. 

These same complaints by 
police officers are being 
heard right across the coun¬ 
try. According to the Cana¬ 
dian Professional Police As¬ 
sociation at their Annual 
General Meeting in Winni¬ 
peg on September 1, officers

have lost confidence in a 
system that sees violent of¬ 
fenders regularly returned 
to the streets. 

They are asking for some 
deterrence in our justice sys¬ 
tem, which begins with 
stiffer sentences, real jail 
time and tougher parole eli¬ 
gibility policies for violent 
offenders. 

“As the Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for Wild Rose, I was 
able to re-assure our local 
officers that their message 
would be delivered to Ottawa 
and that a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment would focus on pro¬ 
viding adequate funding for 
police officers as well as 
amend the Criminal Code to 
provide for a more realistic 
approach to violent crime,” 
concluded Thompson.

Downtown parking — as a 
resident of Didsbury for some 30 
years, admittedly we have expe¬ 
rienced a population growth 
over the last several years, but 
does that justify the implemen¬ 
tation of a 2 hour parking limit 
in the down town core, certainly 
not. With growth, habits must 
too change, we may not be able 
to find parking right out front 
anymore, but the 1 block walk 
isn’t going to adversely affect 
our health. Council encourages 
local shopping, a task made 
much more difficult starting this 
week. What, of our beautiful 
women, as just one example, 
who find themselves regularly in 
a salon, as a married man, I can 
tell you this alone can be a long 
process for them, certainly in 
some cases exceeding the two 
hour parking restriction. Are 
they to dash into the street mid¬ 
way through their transforma¬ 
tion, to move a vehicle 6 inches?

Rosebud Health Foundation 
completes casino fundraiser

By far the biggest fundraiser 
for the Rosebud Health Foun¬ 
dation (RHF), which only hap¬ 
pens every second year, is now 
complete, and they are anx¬ 
iously awaiting the money they 
raised. 

'Phis past Monday and Tues¬ 
day, volunteers from Didsbury 
spent their time at the Frank 
Sissons Silver Dollar Casino in 
Calgary, assisting facility op¬ 
erators with tables. 

"We deal with the money and 
collect the chips they use at the 
tables,” said organizer Don 
MacMillan. 

For a three month period, 
rural organizations on the 
verges of Calgary, take turns 
bringing in their volunteers 
and working at the casino. 
Every organization is assigned 
to two days, and then at the 
end of the three month period 
the proceeds are divided be¬ 
tween them. 

“The three month period 
ends at the end of Sept.,” said 
MacMillan. “It won’t be until 
about October when we find out 
how much we will get, but it 
will be in the $40,000- $50,000 


hall park range. All that money 
will go towards new equipment 
for the Didsbury Hospital.” 

This is the forth time the 
RBF has been involved in this 
fundraiser with the Frank 
Sissons Silver Dollar Casino, 
and for all four years 
MacMillan has done all the re¬ 
cruiting of the volunteers. Each 
volunteer in assigned one day, 
and is usually there for an eight 
hour shift. Claude Baril spent 
both days volunteering this 
year for eight hours, and 
MacMillan always volunteers 
both days as well, from 10 a.m. 
to about 1:30 a.m. 

“It is a very important event, 
the money is put to a very good 
use,” said Baril. “It is a good 
opportunity to be a part of 
that.” 

Volunteers include members 
of the RHF, members of the 
community, and the Calgary 
Health Region (CHR). 

“The community is the big¬ 
gest portion of that,” said 
MacMillan. “This year we had 
25 volunteers, which is the 
minimum. We have a core group 
that comes and helps everytime 
we have a casino, then I go 
around and tell people the ben¬ 


efits and people are usually will¬ 
ing to help.” 

MacMillan says he is com¬ 
mitted to do this, because it is 
a need in the community. 

The next casino for the RHF 
will he in 2007. 

“I will start recruiting vol¬ 
unteers for that one about a 
month prior to it,” said 
MacMillan. 

The other fundraiser for the 
RHF is their annual golf tour¬ 
nament, which took place in 
August. The amount raised at 
that event is still not confirmed, 
but MacMillan estimates 
around $10,000. 

Together the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital and CHR come up with a 
list of wants and needs of equip¬ 
ment for the Hospital, things 
that are not covered by the capi¬ 
tal budget. 

“A lot of the things have 
to do with patient comfort,” 
said MacMillan. “We also 
brought in some important 
equipment such as the heart 
monitors.” 

The RHF has been around for 
about 10 years, as it exists now, 
and has donated over $400,000, 
approximately, of equipment to 
the Hospital.

This past season 
Didsbury Public Works em¬ 
ployees have been very busy 
trying to keep up with all 
the demands of their regu¬ 
lar duties, plus the extra 
work that is caused by the 
excessive rain this season, 
all while dealing with losing 
two crew members at the 
senior level. 

“We are working to sort 
through stuff after having 
two people leave at the sen¬ 
ior level,” said Sheldon Ball, 
acting Public Works Man¬ 
ager. “We don’t have as 
many crew members as we 
did when summer started.” 

Crews have been out do¬ 
ing patchwork on local 
roads. Crews drive around 
and determine what needs to 
be done. 

Once a road is dug in, 
such as for sewer reasons, 
a year has to pass before it 


can be re-paved or it will end 
up cracking. 

“There are a number of 
areas that have been sitting 
for a year or more that we 
have now done pave work 
on,” said Ball. “Anderson 
Court has just been com¬ 
pletely re-paved, after new 
water lines were put in a 
couple years back. 18th 
Ave., for about a half a 
block stretch, was also done, 
it has needed to be done for 
several years now.” 

A number of areas have 
had pot holes repaired, and 
crews have done two major 
sewer repairs where the 
sewer lines have sagged or 
separated. 

“We did one on 23rd St. 
and one on 18th Ave.,” said 
Ball. “We still have two ma¬ 
jor ones left to do in 
West hill.” 

Sewer cameras that have 
been put in are now all or¬ 
ganized, two new bike racks 


have been ordered to try and 
encourage staff to ride their 
bikes to work instead of 
driving, and 40 new two- 
hour parking signs have re¬ 
placed the old ones. The new 
signs feature the affected 
times, and arrows indicate 
affected spots. 

“We have had day to day 
issues with the rain,” said 
Ball. “The storm water la¬ 
goon overflowed on the 
south side of town, and sump 
pumps are going into the 
sanitary system causing peo¬ 
ple upstream to have over¬ 
flow.” 

Sump pumps are suppose 
to pump the rain water 
away, but people have ma¬ 
noeuvred them to go into the 
sanitary systems, which is 
suppose to be separate. The 
people that are doing this 
are causing the people who 
are down stream from them 
to have overflows, among 
other health issues. 


“We have identified the 
concern, but people need to 
know this is not okay to 
do,” said Ball. “They are 
causing problems for other 
people.” 

Painting is getting done 
around town, including 
crosswalks and roads, as the 
weather permits. 

“Parks crews are unbe¬ 
lievably busy trying to keep 
up with the growing grass,” 
said Ball. “Usually this time 
of year it stops growing, but 
with all the rain it just 
keeps coming. They are do¬ 
ing an outstanding job keep¬ 
ing the town looking good.” 

There has been a number 
of basement floods in 
Didsbury, all from storm 
water, and Ball has some 
suggestions on how to keep 
your house from flooding. 

“Your downspouts should 
all be away from your 
house,” said Ball. “If they 
are too close to your house 


the water will go right down 
the side and into your base¬ 
ment. It is a simple thing 
that is a big deal.” 

Ball also suggests choos¬ 
ing property that slopes 
away from your house, be¬ 
cause if your yard is lower 
than the street, your yard is 
where the water will go. 

“The water table is very 
high right now, and so all 
that water has no where to 
go,” said Ball. 

Staff had to work over¬ 
time this week to clean out 
the storm sewers that have 
filled with leaves. Usually 
the wind just blows them 
out, but with all the rain 
they have been staying 
there. 

“We have a great crew and 
everyone is working really 
hard,” said Ball. “In the 
summer we mow grass, in 
the winter we plow snow, and 
we deal with sewer problems 
all year round.”

This is 
not as though we never had 
a doubt.

Petition to stop new 
county building going 
strong

As of Nov. 24. the Mountain 
View Taxpayers Association 
(MV'TA) petition to stop con 
struction of a new administra 
tion building in Mountain View 
Countv has garnered 784 signa 
tures. 

The petition has been in cir¬ 
culation for little more than one 
week. 

Elsie Barton, secretary for 
Mountain View Taxpayers As 
sociation said the response to 
the petition has been excellent. 

She said members on the vol 
unteer committee overseeing 
the distribution of the petition 
have been going door to door 
and have attended a couple of 
auction markets to collect the 
signatures. 

This current petition was 
started by MVTA members who 
were against the construction of 
this new building. They felt 
there would be enough support 
for this petition throughout the 
county and held two public 
meetings. Nov. 12 and 13 to hear 
from ratepayers. 

Mountain View County 
voted, in September, to begin 
construction of a new adminis 
tration building on land near 
the Olds/Didshury airport, at 
a cost of approximately $4.6 
million (Councillor Dave 
Derksen voted against and 
Councillor Ben Penner was ab 
sent but gave Reeve Ian Harvie 
permission to voice Penner’s sup 
port for the new building). 

Critics of this decision said 
Council ignored an earlier pe 
tition which forced a non bind 
ing plebiscite at the 2001 mu¬ 
nicipal election where 75 per 
cent of voters said "no" to a new 
building. 

"We are against this building 
being built at that cost," said 
Henry Kuelker. member of 
MVTA after the public meet 
mgs. 

Mountain View County 
Reeve Ian Harvie has said coun 
cil made the decision to build a 
new building as it was the best 
use of taxpayer's dollars for a 
long term investment. 

MVTA must collect 1.200 
signatures to force another 
plebiscite in the issue that has 
plagued Mountain View 
County Council for more than 
two years. 

The due date for this pcti 
tion is 60 days from the time it 


began, it must be presented to county 
administration on or before [an. 12. 
2004.

One of Didsbury's largest 
employers moving to Olds

After months of decision making 
and deal negotiating. Westward 
Products has decided to make the 
move to Olds. 

According to Town of Didsbury 
CAO Evan Parliament, the owners 
of Westward Products have been in 
negotiations with the Town since 
March of this year. 

The final word came through 
from Westward Products owners A1 
Harris, and his son Cary, last week 
that the company will begin operat 
ing In the neighbouring community 
sometime in the new year. 

"We won t be moving before year 
end." said AJ Harris. "We still have 
to put up a building there." 

Harris says that all 44 employees 
of Westward Products, one of Dids 
burv's largest employers, will he 
making the move with the company. 

Westward Products had been look 
ing to re locate for some time as the 
building they are currently in has 
no room for expansion and Harris 
says that because their business has 
grown, they needed a bigger work 
space. 


He says that the Town of 
Didsbury didn t have the land that 
they needed. 

“Didsbury didn't have any land. 
They were trying to buy land, but 
they couldn't get the money to 
gether." Harris said. 

“It seemed that they didn't have 
the money to do the transaction. Wc 
were waiting for them to put some 
thing together, but we couldn t wait 
any longer." 

CAO Parliament disagrees with 
Harris on this issue. 

"Wc have 15 acres of land, that is 
a fact. They had their choice of land. 
Wc had an offer to purchase some 
different land if they didn’t want the 
15 acres." Parliament said. 

And. how we come up with the 
money is of no concern to Westward 
Products." he said. 

Harris says that another factor in 
their decision to go to Olds was the 
time line of when the Town of 
Didsbury would have the land they 
offered fully serviced for them. 

"We didn’t know when water and 
sewer would have gone in," Harris 
said. 

Parliament says that in the final 
offer the Town made to Westward 
Products on June 13. they made it 
clear that all services would be in 
bv Sept. I of this year except for a 
lift station, but that a septic tank 
system would be in place. 


Parliament says that many extras 
were added by the Town of Didsbury 
to the offer they made, including the 
fact that the Town had offered to 
purchase Westward Products' exist 
ing site "so they wouldn't have to sit 
on a piece of property." 

Parliament says that one of the 
problems during these negotiations 
was that the Harris' weren’t doing 
any counter-offering. 

Mayor Ray Lea agrees. 

“Wc felt the discussion should 
have been more pro active. W 7 c had a 
hard time communicating with them 
and getting to what they really de 
sired," Lea said. 

"I don’t know what their underly¬ 
ing agenda was. but they never com 
municated at any time to us exactly 
what the bottom line was." 

After the Town had negotiated as 
far as they could, many business peo 
pic within Didsbury made a private 
offer to the owners, as headed by the 
founder of Westward Products, Clem 
Kuelker. 

“The business community made 
an effort to correct the situation and 
was able to put a deal together that 
was appealing to the Harris', but wc 
had simply run out of time." said 
Kuelker. 

Harris agrees that the final offer 
came too late. 

"They came up with a nice offer 
later on. but wc had made a commit 


ment (to the Town of Olds) and 
we have to stick with it." Harris 
said. 

Harris says that they are sad 
to have to leave Didsbury. 
“We re sorry to leave Didsbury 
and I know people are sorry to 
sec us go." he said “But we don’t 
have a big enough facility and 
we re losing our customers." 

"We re sorry it happened this 
way, but sometimes small towns 
have a hard time getting fi 
nanccd." 

Parliament says that the 
move is all part of business. 
"Businesses do move. It’s noth 
ing new." Parliament said. 
“This just blind sided us." 
Kuelker says that all efforts 
were made to keep the business 
in Didsbury. 

"In all fairness to all parties 
concerned, all efforts were made 
to maintain Westward Products 
in town, but it appears that the 
chemistry between the parties 
did not mesh.” Kuelker said. 

Mayor Lea says that he is 
terribly disappointed" about 
the final decision. 

"I guess wc were going up 
against a piece of land that's al 
ready developed." Lea said. 

"Wc wish them well and 
we re sorry to sec them go. Wc 
arc terribly disappointed."

Town will purchase roll-out 
carts for residential garbage 

.Veii; system expected to save 
Town money

Rollout carts will be implemented 
in the Town of Didsbury after a close 
vote bv Town Councillors at the July 
10 meeting. 

To help bring the costs of collect 
ing and disposing of garbage in line 
Councillors have opted to purchase 
1.3-44 waste carts and that the carts be 
implemented on September 2. 2002. 

The price of the carts arc $58 per cart 
for a total cost $77,452. 

Town administration believes with 
the carts the costs of collecting garbage 
could be reduced so that the purchasing 
costs could be covered in two years. 

First, the Town will save money 
through the collection costs as set by 
the waste commission. The cost of manu 
ally collecting the bags is set at $5 per 
household per month. Collecting with 
the rollout carts is $-425 per month. 

It is also expected that with the cart 
system less waste will be picked up which 
would decrease tipping fees. Currently 
the Town pays $5,661 per month or $-4.21 
per person. It is expected with the roll 
out carts the prices would fall to $3,360 
per month or $2.32 per resident. 

Most Councillors were in favour 
of the implementation of the roll out 
carts but some had concerns about the 
up front costs of the carts and how that 
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would be handled. 

No decision was made by Council regard¬ 
ing covering the up front costs of the carts, 
although the Town has applied for a grant to 
cover the costs of rollout carts. 

Councillor Gary- Dolha wondered if roll 
out carts would help curb the amount of gar 
bage created by Didsburians. It was revealed 
at the meeting that Didsburians create more 
weight in garbage than other surrounding 
municipalities. "1 think it’s what people arc 
putting in them, said Dolha. The agenda at 
the Town meeting does make it dear, how 
ever, that the purchase is not dependant on the 
grant. CAO Evan Parliament said the Town 
had to take action to help bring garbage costs 
m line. He said it was estimated the Town was 
covering a $1,200 difference every month. 

We are losing money, he said, adding that 
the fee charged for garbage was not covering 
the entire cost. 

He said other than the roll out carts the 
only other alternative he saw was to up fees 
something he was not prepared to do. 

The Towns of Olds and Sundrc have al 
ready gone to the rollout cart system. 

Town administration didn't want to raise 
the $1125 user fee per month and Parliament 
said that thought was at the forefront when 
coming up with the plan to implement the

lhe Didshurv Agricultural Society took 
its first major step in creating an agricultural 
grounds for the future bv purchasing nearly 
80 acres north of town. 

For years the Society has kept its facilities 
in Town but in the name of expansion and 
long term growth the organization will be 
looking to establish itself just outside Dids 
bury’s Town limits. 

The desire for the Ag. Society to do this 
has been there since as long as 1 have been 
included."said Treasurer Kim Pross. "The long 
term vision is to have competitive, attractive 
exhibition grounds." 

Eccn though the land has been bought, 
the Didsbury Agricultural Society is still in 
the planning stages of what they eventually 
want to accomplish. Pross said most hope for 
outdoor and indoor facilities at the newly 
acquired land in the next 10 to 20 years. 

"Each year we are hoping to do a little 
more add some thing every year." 

The land purchased bv the Ag. Society 
includes a house that will one day he suited to 
house the Agricultural Society offices and 
shed to hold equipment. 

On the current situation in Didsbury. Pross 
said the facilities have been good and that the 
arena has been a great building for the Ag. 
Society, but that access to it cut down on the 
number events and the type of events the Ag 
Society would like to do in the future. 

"1 don't think anyone can compete with the 
quality of facility" (the arena) is. It's a phe 
nomenal building to ride in. There is extra 
space because of the small ice surface. 

“It’s a beautiful facility. We are just re 
stricted by time. Pross said the rodeo will be 
held in the arena once again next year as the 
new project is still in the infancy of planning 
stages.

Things change in time says life¬ 
time businessman

Business in Didsbury has changed dras 
tically as the years have gone by and no 
body knows that better than life long busi 
nessman Lcn Berscht. 

Technology- and infrastructure has 
changed the way. the volume and the ty pe of 
business done in Didsbury and Berscht. who 
has spent a lifetime in the small town, knows 
that fact first hand. 

“It’s a different world now,” said Berscht. 
"There were five clothing stores in Didsbury 
at one point and we were one of them." 

Berscht came from a business family. His 
father John Valentine, but better known as 
J.V.. arrived m Didsbury in 1403 and set up 
a shop as a shoemaker and made footwear 
from scratch. Cowboy boots went for about 
$25 a pair at the time. A few years later, in 
1410, he added mens and boys clothing and 
expanded the store. 

A fire ravaged Didshurv's main street in 
191-4 and took J.V’s shop and shoe making 


equipment with it. But with some resolve 
he built a new store focusing this time 
more on the clothing aspect. Len s brother 
Russell joined his father in the venture in 
1422 three years before another fire burned 
the store to the ground again. 

Once again the Berschts regrouped and 
built another store a building that is a 
focal point on Didshurv’s mainstrect to 
day. Len joined his father and brother in 
the business in 1433 and J.V Berscht and 
sons was created. 

Lcn joined the airforce in 14-42 and 
stayed there until the war ended in 14-45 
and came back to the store after that. He 
became the owner in 1951. 

The mens aspect of the clothing store was 
sold to Bruce Freeman in 1973. In 1978. Lcn 
sold the rest of it off as he went into semire 
tirement. 

Lcn said Didshurv was the focal point of 
where business was done in Its infancy and 
was larger than both Olds and Airdrie. 

The surrounding areas would come to 
Didsbury for supplies and food because there 
were more stores and more variety. 

He speculates that Olds became a larger 
centre with its decision to take on an agricul 
tural school (now Olds College). 

The role infrastructure played in the way- 
business was done in Didsbury was large. 
When roads were dirt and poor people didn’t 
have a lot of choice as to where they could 
shop. But an improved highway and the in 
troduction of malls and the wav they sold 
goods gave clients more choices something 
that is very evident today. 

So too did vehicles. Lens brother owned 
the first Model ‘A Ford in town. 

The fires plaved a role in the way the 
business community was eventually shaped 
in Didsbury but so to did the Great Dcprcs 
sion. Lcn said his father never gave money 
out to those that asked his father for it. In 
stead his father made a deal with the Chinese 
Restaurant. J.V would give a token to those 
requesting money to eat that they could ex 


change for a meal at the restaurant. J.V. 
would settle with the restaurant later on. 
Lcn said his father wasnt doing any¬ 
thing extraordinary many busi 
nesses in Didshurv came to 
gether to help each other out 
and get through the hard times. 
Lcn said times were tough for 
businessmen and many were out 
of jobs. People would arrive in 
town at different times on the 
train looking for work which 
was scarce in Didsbury. Lcn said 
farmers had a better go at it be 
cause they could grow their own 
food.

Didsbury’s oldest resident 
passes away at 104 years 

Didsbury’s oldest resident William 
Robert (Bill) passed awav peacefully 
at Didsbury Personal Care Hospital 
on Aug. 13, 2001 in his 105th year. 
Gibbs was born in the Snowflake Dis 
trict of Manitoba on June 10. 1897 
and moved to Pilot Mound. Mam 
toba with his parents in 1906. When 
the first World War broke out. Gibbs 
was anxious to serve his country. As 
soon as he was old enough, he enlisted 
in the army and served in France with 
the 27th Battalion. 

Discharged after the war in 1919. 
Gibbs returned to Pilot Mound to 
open a garage and Ford Dealership with 
his brother. He remained in the busi 
ness until he retired at the age of 86. 

In 1924. he married Ada Hayward 
and together they raised two daugh 
ters. In 1940. he moved to Carstairs 
to live with his oldest daughter 
Wilma Koch. He will always be re 
membered as a quiet and gentle man 
who loved his family, sports and hunt 
ing and fishing. 

Gibbs was the last of a family of 
seven children.

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Town opts against 
Agricorc grain elevator pur¬ 
chase

The Town of Didshury has de 
cided not to proceed with the 
purchase of the Agricore grain 
elevator. 

At last Wednesday's council 
meeting, the group decided that 
the asking price for the elevator 
was just too high. Agricore, who 
will he closing down the local 
elevator effective March 31. 
were asking for a $10,000 refund 
able deposit from the Town he 
fore thev will even consider the 
sale of the building. 

Prior to last week's council 
meeting. CAO Evan Parliament 
made a presentation to the 
Didsbury Chamber of Com 
merce concerning the elevator. 

Parliament said that he had 
asked Agricore officials whv the 
building couldn t just be donated 
and was told that it is “unprcc 
edented." and that if the Town 
didn t want the elevator it would 
be torn down immediatelv after 
the closing date. 

Parliament reported that an 
other Agricorc condition was 
that the Town would be respon 
sible for maintaining the build 
ing so that it wouldn't become a 
hazard to the public. 

If the Town had been inter 
ested in purchasing the building, 
thev would also have been inter¬ 
ested in purchasing the land 
upon which it sits, which belongs 
to CP Rail. 

After the meeting with CPR 
last week. Parliament reported 
that thev would be interested in 
selling the land for a price tag 
of $3.50 per square foot. 

If the Town had optioned to 
buy the CPR land, it would be 
an estimated cost of $25-30 thou 
sand. 

At last Wednesday’s council 
meeting, the group decided that 
the cost of keeping the elevator 
around is just too great. A mo 
tion was made by Councillor 


Don Watt that the Town of Didsbury 
“issue a $10,000 refundable deposit 
to Agricorc and establish a sub com 
mittec to negotiate a fair purchase 
for the Agricorc elevator in the 
Town of Didsbury.' 

This motion was defeated in a T 
2 vote. Councillors Gordon Quantz 
and Peter Versluys voted in favour 
of keeping the elevator. 

Another motion was made by 
Councillor Gary Dolha that "admin 
istration notify Mountain View 
Countv of the Town of Didsbury’s 
decision to not pursue the purchase 
of the Agricorc elevator, further 
giving Mountain View County the 
opportunity to negotiate independ 
cntlv with Agricore. 

This motion was carried. 

Parliament says that the Town is 
not regretting the decision that they 
have made and that they are disap 
pointed with Agricorc for making 
the negotiations a tough process. 

"We’re very disappointed in 
them." Parliament said. 

"They made it clear that they have 
no interest in reasonably negotiat 
ing with us. Their demands were just 
too great."

Memories of Didsbury's fi¬ 
nal grain elevator

With the Agricorc grain elevator 
scheduled for demolition later this 
month, many people around town are 
reflecting on better times for the 
elevator. 

Two such people arc Emmert W. 
Cault and Ernie Fredine. both 
former employees of the final eleva 
tor left standing. 

Back when these two gentlemen 
worked in the elevator, it was know 
as the Alberta Wheat Pool elevator, 
not Agricore. 

Gault started working in the sec 
ond of two Alberta Pool elevators 
that sat along the railroad tracks in 
town. That elevator was torn down 
several years ago. 

Gault worked in an Alberta Pool 
elevator in Drumhcller Valley and 
left his position there to join the Air 
Force during the war. 

After three years of flying dur 
ing the war. he returned to a posi¬ 
tion at the Irricana elevator and then 
asked for a transfer to the Didsbury 
elevator so that his w'ifc could be 


closer to her family. 

Gault grew up on the family farm 
outside of Calgary, where he worked 
for a while. After realizing that 
farming wasn t his calling, he got a 
job working for the Alberta Wheat 
Pool. 

"It was the only way 1 could get 
off the farm." Gault remembers. 
"Those were hard times on the farm, 
so when I got a chance to work on 
the elevator. I took it." 

Gault reflects on his time in the 
elevator and how the job was quite 
stressful at times. 

He says that he was the only per 
son employed at that elevator at the 
time and says that he was always busy. 
During harvest time he could expect 
to put in many long days helping the 
farmers get their grain off. 

Gault retired from the Alberta 
Wheat Pool elevator in the early 
1970s. 

A couple of years later, in 1975. 
Fredine began his career at the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool elevator. 

Fredine’s feelings about the work 
were along the same line as Gault's. 

“It was stressful.” he said. 
"Anytime you’re dealing with a large 


number of the public, it’s stress 
fill." | 

Fredine remembers putting in long 
hours as well, sometimes working I 
from 7:30 a.m. to as late as 11 p.m. 

Fredine was a bit more lucky than 
Gault though, having a couple other 
people working alongside him in the 
old elevator. 

Fredine retired from his position 
in 1997. 

"It had its good times and its bad 
times like anything." Fredine said. 

Both gentlemen remember when 
there were more than just one eleva 
tor along the tracks. There used to be 
five altogether, including the two 
Alberta Wheat Pool elevators, a 
UGG elevator, a Federal Crain one 
and a Pioneer elevator. 

When asked whether Agricore's de 
cision to close down the final eleva 
tor was a wise one. both agreed that it 
may not be. But. both have seen it 
coming for a long time because of 
how competitive the market is. 

As this final elevator is torn down 
in the upcoming weeks, there will no 
doubt be many people remembering 
the high times of the grain trade in 
Didsbury.

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QUESTION: W e have a 6-year-old son who is a late 
bloomer and is having trouble learning to read. Even 
though he is immature, I don't understand why this would 
keep him from reading. 

DR. DOBSON: It is likely that your late-maturing 
youngster has not yet completed a vital neurological proc¬ 
ess involving an organic substance called myelin. At birth, 
the nervous system of the body is not insulated. That is 
why an infant is unable to reach out and grasp an object; 
the electrical command or impulse is lost on its journey 
from the brain to the hand. Gradually, a whitish substance 
(myelin) begins to coat the nerve fibers, allowing control¬ 
led muscular action to occur. 

Myelinization typically proceeds from the head down¬ 
ward and from the center of the body outward. In other 
words, a child can control the movement of his head and 
neck before the rest of his body. Control of the shoulder 
precedes the elbow, which precedes the wrist, which pre¬ 
cedes the large muscles in the hands, which precedes small 
muscle coordination of the fingers. This explains why el¬ 
ementary school children are taught block letter printing 
before they learn cursive writing; the broad strokes and 
lines are less dependent on minute finger control than the 
flowing curves of mature penmanship. 

Since the visual apparatus in humans is usually the 
last neural mechanism to be myelinated, your immature 
child may not have undergone this necessary developmen¬ 
tal process by his present age of 6 years. Therefore, such a 
child who is extremely immature and uncoordinated may 
be neurologically unprepared for the intellectual tasks of 
reading and writing. Reading, particularly, is a highly com¬ 
plex neurological process. The visual stimulus must be 
relayed to the brain without distortion, where it should be 
interpreted and retained in the memory. Not all 6-year-old 
children are equipped to perform this task. Unfortunately, 
however, our culture permits few exceptions or deviations 
from the established timetable. A child of that age must 
learn to read or he will face the emotional consequences of 
failure. This is why I favor either holding an immature 
child out of school for a year or homeschooling him for 
several years. 

QUESTION: What is the most difficult period of ado¬ 
lescence. and what is behind the distress? 

DR. DOBSON: The 18th year is typically the time of 
greatest conflict between parent and child. But the 13th 
and 14th years are commonly the most difficult 24 months 
in life for the youngster. It is during this adolescent period 
that self-doubt and feelings of inferiority reach an all-time 
high, amidst the greatest social pressures yet experienced. 
An adolescent's worth as a human being hangs precari¬ 
ously on peer-group acceptance, which can be tough to 
garner. Thus, relatively minor evidences of rejection or 
ridicule are of major significance to those who already see 
themselves as fools and failures. 

It is difficult to overestimate the impact of having no 
one to sit with on the school-sponsored bus trip, or not 
being invited to an important event, or being laughed at 
by the "in" group, or waking up in the morning to find 
seven shiny new pimples on your forehead, or being slapped 
by the girl you thought liked you as much as you liked 
her. Some boys and girls consistently face this kind of so¬ 
cial catastrophe throughout their teen years. 

Dr. Urie Bronfenbrenner, eminent authority on child 
development at Cornell University, told a Senate commit¬ 
tee that the junior-high years are probably the most criti¬ 
cal to the development of a child's mental health. It is dur¬ 
ing this time of self-doubt that the personality is often as¬ 
saulted and damaged beyond repair. Consequently, said 
Bronfenbrenner, it is not unusual for healthy, happy chil¬ 
dren to enter junior high school, but then emerge two years 
later as broken, discouraged teenagers.
